Saratoira, N. Y., .\ii«ust 8. — After the meeting of 
the Jockey Club stewards at which formal announce- 
ment of the suspension of racing iu New York State 
was made. Schuyler Parsons, president of th<* Coney 
Island JiH-key Club, said iu an interview that he 
thought the decision of the New York tracks to dis- 
continue after August ol was for the lx‘st. Racing 
cannot be comlucted profitably under present condi- 
tions, Mr. Parsons thought, nor was it necessary to 
have some person or persons arrested to test the new 
Hughes law. A good test case, Mr. Parsons believes, 
can lie had without racing. The president of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, the richest and most 
ixiwerful racing organization in the country. s|K>ke 
optimistically of the future. Mr. Parsons said that 
he was sati*<ficd that there will be racing next year, 
and that it would be successful, R. T. Wilson, Jr., 
president of tin* Saratoga Association, expres.sed the 
opinion that the valiums race tracks which acknowl- 
edge the suzerainty of the Jockey Club would oi>en 
stakes for 1911 as usual, and make the customary 
arrangements to race iu April. Mr. Wilson, who re- 
lamtly invested $59,999 iu a band of valuable year- 
ling colts which John E. Madden turm*d i»ver to 
Tlioinas Heale.v last week, is of the opinion tliat the 
racing of 1911 will H«* belter than any since 1J>97,
